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CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF KANSAS. 


PREAMBLE 

We, the People of the Teiitory of 
Kansas, by our delegates m Convention 
.~sembled at Topeka, on the 23d day of 
O tober, A D, 1855, and of the Inde- 
pondence of the Umited States the eigh- 
vith year, haying the right of admission 
into the Union as one of the United 
States of Amenica, consistent with the 
I deral Constitauen and by virtue of 
the treaty of cession by Fiance to the 
Unwed States of the province of Louis- 
ana, In order to secure to oulselycs and 
our posterity the enroyment of all the 
nughts of hfe, hberty and piopeity, and 
the free pursmt of happiness, do mutu- 
aly agree with each other to form our- 
selves into a free and independent State, 
by the name and style of the STATE or 
Kansas, bounded as follows, to wit 
Ieginning at a point on the western 
boundary of the State of Missouri where 
the thirty-seventh parallel of north Iati- 
uide crosses the same, thence west on 
said parallel to the eastern boundary of 
New Mexico, thence north on said boun- 
dary to latitude thirty-eight , thence fol- 
lowing stid boundary westward to the 
eastern boundary of the Territory of 
Utah, onthe summit of the Rocky Moun- 
tains , thence northward on said summit 
tu the forueth parallel of said Japitude ; 
thence easi on said parallel to the west- 
ein boundary of the State of Missouri. 
thence south with the western boundary 
of said State to the pisge of beginning , 
and do ordain and establish the follow-

No person shal} be com- 


pelled to attend, erect or support any 
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place of worship, or maintain any form 
of worship against his consent; and no 
preference shall be given by law to any 
religious society ; nor shall any interfer- 
ence with the rights of conscience be 
permitted. No rehgious test shall be re- 
quired as a qualification for office, nor 
shall any person be incompetent to be a 
witness on account of his religious be- 
hef; but nothing herein shall be con- 
strued te dispense with oaths and affir- 
mations. Religion; morality, and knowl- 
edge, however, being essential to good 
government, it shall be the duty of the 
(General Assembly to pass suitable laws 
to protect every religious denomination 
in the peaceable enjoyment of its own 
mode of public worship, and to encour- 
ave schools and the means of instruction. 

§ 8. The privilege of the wnt of ža- 
beas corpus shall not be suspended, un- 
less in case of rebellion or invasion the 
public safety require it 

§ 9. All persons shall be bailable by 
sufficient sureties, unless for capital of- 
fences where the proof is evident, or the 
presumption great. Excessive bail shall 
not be required, nor excessive fines im- 
posed, nor crue] and unusual punish- 
ment inflicted. 

§ 10. Except in cases of impeach- 
ment, and cases arising.in the army and 
nayy, or in the militia, when in actual 
service, in time of war or public danger, 
and in cases of petit larceny and other 
inferior offences, no person shall be held 
to answer for a capital or otherwise infa- 
mous crime unless en. presentment or in- 
dictment of a grand fury. In any trial, 
in any court, the party acoused shall be 
allowed to appear and defend in person, 
and with counsel; to déniand the nature 
and cause of the accugatioh against him, 
and to have a copy thereof; to meet the 
witnesses faee to fate, and. to have com- 
pulsory,. process to prociré the atten- 
dance of witnesses in‘ his behalf, and a 
speedy public frial’by. an impartial jury

nor shall any person he compelled in any 
ciiminal case to be a withess against

11. Every citizen may freely speak, 
write and publish his sentiments on all 
subjects, being responsible for the abuse 
of the right, and no law shall be passed 
to restrain or abridge the liberty of 
speech or of the press In all criminal 
prosecutions or indictments for libel, the 
truth may be given in evidence to the 
jury, andif it shall appear to the jury 
that the matter charged as libelous 15 
true, and was published with good mo- 
tives, and for justifiable ends, the party 
shall be acquitted. 

§ 12. No person shall be transported 
out of the State for any offence committed 
within the same , and no conviction shall 
work corruption of blood or forfeiture of 
estate. 

§ 13 No soldier shall, in time of 
peace, be quartered in any house without 
the consent of the owner ; nor in time ot 
except in a manner prescribed by 
aw 

§ 14. The right of the people to be se- 
cure in their persons, houses, papers 
and possessions, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not be viola- 
ted , and no warrant shallissue but upon 
probable cause, supported by oath o 
affirmation, particularly describing the 
place to be searched, and the persons 
and things to be seized. 

§ 15 No person shall be imprisoned 
for debt in any civil action, or mesne or 
final process, unless in case of fraud. 

§ 16. All courts shall be open ; and 
every person for an injury done him in 
his land, goods, person or reputation, 
shall have remedy by due course of law,

§ 27. The members of the General 
Assembly shall receive for their services 
the sum of four dollars per day for each 
and every day they are actually in at- 
tendance at any regular or special ses- 
sion, and four dollars for every twenty 
miles they shall travel in going to and 
returning from the place of meeting by 
the most usually traveled route ; and no 
session of the General Assembly, except 
the first under this Constitution, shall 
extend beyond the term of sixty days, 
nor any special session more than forty 


days.

The Executive Department 
shall-consist of a Governor, ‘a Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, Seéretary of State, Treas- 
urer, Auditor, and Attorney General,’

The person having 
the highest number of votes shall be de- 
clared duly elected; and a certificate there- 
of given to such [person, signed by the 
presiding officers of beth bodies; but if 
any two or ‘more shall be 
equal in votes for the same office, one of 
them shall be chosen by the joint vote of 
both Houses- 

§4. The supreme executive power 
shall be- vested in a Governor.

Section 1. The Judicial power of the 
State shall be vested ina Supreme Court, 
Courts of Common Pleas, Justices of the 
Peace, and in s°ch ather Courts infenor 
te the Supreme Court as the General As- 
sembly may establish. 

§ 2. The Supreme Court shall consist 
of three Judges, a majomly of whom 
shall form a quorum.

creek, and down said creek to the Kansas nter; 
thence down said river to the place of beginning.

Commencing in the Vermillion river, opposite 
the north side of the house of Josiah D. Adams; 
thence up said river td’ the head of the main 
branch; thence due north to the military road 
from Fort Leavenworth to Fort Kearney; thence 
along the middle of said road to the crossing of 
the Vermillion branch of the Blue; thence due 
north to the northern line of the Territory; 
thence west along said line to the Independence 
emigrant road; thence down said road to a point 
due west of the north end of the house of Josi- 
ah D. Adams, and due east to the place of be- 
ginning. 

Tweirra District: 

Commencing at the mouth of Soldier creek, 
in the Kansas river; thence up said creek to the 
head of the main branch; thence due north to 
the military road from Fort Leavenworth to 
Fort Kearney; thence along the middle of said 
road to the line of the Eleventh District, thence 
due south to the head of Vermillion river, down 
Vermillion river to the mouth, and down Kan- 
sas river to the place of beginning. 


THIRTEENTH DISTRICT: 
Commencing in the Kansas river, at a point 
three miles above the mouth of Stranger creek ; 
thence in a northwardly direction by a line cor- 
responding to, and three miles west of the seve- 
ral courses of said creek to the line of the late 
Kickapoo Reservation; thence by the southern 
and western line of said Reservation to the 
military road from Fort Leavenworth to Fort 
Kearney; thence along the middle of said road 
to the line of the Twelfth District; thence due 
south tö the head of Soldier creek; down Sol” 
dier creek to the mouth, and down Kansas river 
to the place of beginning. 
FOURTEENTH DISTRICT: 
Commencing at the mouth of Independence 
creek; thence up said creek to the head of the 
main branch, and thence due west to the line of 
the Jate,-Kickapoo Reservation; thence north 
along sajid line, and the line of the late Sac and 
Fox Reservation, t the north lne of the Ter- 
ritory; thence along said line eastwardly to the 
Missouri river, and down said river to the place 
ef beginning. 3; 
Firreestu District: 
Commencing at the niouth of Salt creek, on 
the Missouri river; thence up said creek to the 
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military road, and along the middle of said road 
to the lower crossing of Stranger creek; thence 
up said creek to the line of the late Kickapoo 
Reservation, and thence along the southern and 
western line thereof to the line of the Four- 
teenth District; thence by the same, and down 
Independence creek, to the mouth thereof, and 
thence down the Missouri river to the place of 
beginning. 
SIXTEENTH District: 

Commencing at the mouth of Salt creek; 
thence up said creek to the military road; thence 
along the middle of said road to the lower 
crossing of Stranger creek.; thence up said 
creek to the line of the late Kickapoo Reserva- 
tion, and thence along the same to the line of 
the Thirteenth District, and thence by the same, 
along a line corresponding to the course of 
Stranger creek, and keeping three miles west 
thereof, to the Kansas river; thence down the 
Kansas river to the Missouri, and up the Mis- 
souri river to the place of beginning. 


SEVENTEENTH District: 
Commencing at the mouth of the Kansas 
river ; thence up the south bank thereof to the 
mouth of Cedar creek; thence up Cedar creek 
to its source; and thence due south to the Santa 
Fe road along the muddle of said road to the 
Missouri State line; and along said line to the 
place of beginning. 
EIGHTEENTH DISTRICT: 
Commencing in the military road at the cross- 
ing of the Vermillion branch of Blue river; 
thence due north to lme of the Territory; thence 
east along said line to the Foucteenth District ; 
thence due south along said line to the afore- 
said military road, and along the middle of said 
road to the place of beginning. 


SENATORIAL AND REPRESENTATIVE Districts. 

Ist. The First Election District shall be en- 
titled to three Senators and eight Representa- 
tives.

Gth. The sixth, seventh and cighth Election 
Districts:shall constitute the sixth Senatorial 
and Representative District, and be entitled tu 
two Senators and five Representatives. 

7th. The ninth and tenth Election Districts 
shall constitute the seventh Senatorial Districts 


and be entitled to one Senator and four Rep- 


resentatives. 

Sth. The eleventh and twelfth Election Dis- 
tricts shall constitute the eighth Senatorial and 
Representative District and be entitled to one 
Senator and three Representatives. 

Sth. The thirteenth Election District shall 
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constitute the ninth Senatorial and Representa- 
tive District and be entitled to one Senator and 
two Representatives. 

10th. The fouteenth and eighteenth Election 


Districts’ shall constitute the tenth Senatorial’ 


and Representative District, and be entitled to 
two Senators and seven Representatives. - 

Ilth. The fifteenth Election District shall 
constitute the eleventh Senatorial and Repre- 
sentative District and be entitled to one Senator 
and five Representatives. 

19th Thesixteenth Election District shall con- 
stitute the twelfth Senatomal and Representa- 
ure District and be entitled to three Senators 
and nine Representatives. 

Section 3. Untl otherwise provided by law, 
the clection 1m the geyeral Districts shall be 
held at the following places, and the following 
named persons are hereby appointed as Judges 
of the clections.

INSTRUCTIONS TO JUDGES. ' 


Sec. 7. The three Judges will provide for each 
poll, ballot boxes for depositing the ballots cast 
bs Eleetors—shall appoint two Clerks, all of 
whom shall be sworn or! affienied to: discharge 
the duties of their respective offices impartially 
and with fidehty ; and the Judges and Clerks 
shall have power to administer the oath or af- 
in mation to each other; and the said Judges shall 
oven said election at 90’clock, A. Matthe place 
dougnated in each precinct, and close the same 
at 6 o'clock, P. M. In case any of the officers 
apported fail to attend, the officer or officers m 
attendance shall supply their places, and in the 
cyent of all of them tailing to attend, the quali 
ficd voters shall supply ther places; and the 
suid Fudges shall make out duplicate rcturns of 
said election, seal up and transmit the same 


within ten days to the Chairman of the Execu- _ 


tive Committee, one copy of which is to be laid 
1 fore the General Assembly. Hf at the time of 
hotding gaid election it shall be inconvenient, 
trom any cause whatever, that would disturb or 
vevent the voters of any election precinct in 
th: Territory from the free and peaceable exer- 
cise of the elective -franchise, the officers arc 
hereby authorized to adjowrn said election into 
any other precinct in the Territory, and to any 
other day they may see proper, of the necessity 
of which they shall be the exclusive judges, at 
which time und place the’ qualified voters may 
cast their votes. 

§ 8. Until otherwise provided by law, the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of Kan- 
sas Territory shall amnounce by proclamation 
the result of the elections and the names of per- 
sons elected to office. 

§ 9. No person shall be entitled to a seat in 
the first General Assembly a6 its organization 
except the members whose names are contained 
in the proclamation of the Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee ; but after the General As- 
sembly ia organized, seats may be contested jn 
ele usual way. 


§ 10. Certificates of indebtedness may be is- 
sued by the Territorial Executive “Committee 
for all necessary expenses accruing in the-form- 
ation of ‘the Stite Government, mot exceeding 
twenty-five thousand dollars ; provided, no cer- 
trficate shall be issued except for legitimate ex- 
penses. , All claims shall be made in writing, 
and shall be numbered and kept on file in the 
Setretary’s office, and all certificates of indebt- 
edness shall be signed by the President and Sec- 
retary, and countersigned by the Treasurer, and 
numbered to correspond with the numbers of 
the claim or hill for which it was issued, The 
certificate shalt bear ten per cent. interest per 
annum. f 
__§11.-The first General. Assembly shall pro- 
vide by law forthe redemption of the certificates 
of indebtedness issued under the provisions of the 
foregome section. 

§ 12. Until the great seal of the State of Kan- 
sas isagrecd upon and procmed, a8 provided 
for in the 11th section of the 5th article of this 
Constitution, the Governor shall use his own 
private seal as the seal of State 

§ 13. Atthe election for the ‘ratification of 
this Constitution, and the first election tor State 
officers, a representation in the Cangress of the 
United States and members of the Gencral As- 
sembly of this State, an actual regidence in the 


Territory of thirty days immediately preceding * 


said election shall be sufficient as a qualification 
for an elector, and an actual residence of ninety 
days for the candidates; provided said elector 
and candidates possess ali the other qualifications 
required by the provisions of this Constitution 
$ L4 The first Legislature shall provide hy 
law for the enforcement of the provisions of the 
6th section of the Bill of Rightg on or before 
the 4th day of July, 1€57, as to all persons m 
the Territory before the adoption of this Gon- 
stitution; and as to all others, the provisions o? 
raid section shall operate from and after the rat- 
ifgation of this Constitution by the people.
